where. Monument Park, a abort 
dlita^ee away, U another of the ourl- 
oallltet jCuvariuganaiteor.porhapx, 
flfteen 0I> twenty aerec la a aoriea or 
natural lAouumenti of white land- 
ilonci so aolt Ibat (ho eloiucnle have 
I'orraed Ibem futo the moat fAiitasttc 
•liapei. Many of them aro about tne 
ilze of a human being and many are 
much larger. A tirala of Iron on the 
topa hat protected them in tbatdi- 
recilon nnd preserved their original 
4\oi(lil, lluw many thouiand yeari 
thia work of the ele(nenla hai been 
going on cannot be very accurately 
eailmaled, but It It one of the many 
nniural wouderi olthe world. And 
right here in Colorado, more than 
anywhere elie I have ever been, wa 
dud on every band unniiilakablo evi* 
dcncea that lix ihontaiid yeart doea 
not, at onoe loppoied, beginito cover 
Iho period of theaanh'* extateuee.

Thomas Laurens Joues was born 
January 21, 1819, in Rutherford 
county, North Oarollna, to, as his 
father was at the time a clti::c/n and 
resident of South Carolioa, it may be 
said of bim iu Hibernian phrase, that 
he waa born out of bis native iufu. 
He was reared in Spartanburg, Booth 
Caridina. After pora uiug bla atod- 
ies at Colambia and. Yale Colleges, 
he graduated al Frinoeton, in 1840, 
and afterward at tbe Camlwidge Law 
School. He then spent two years in 
Eoropean travel, and, returoing, re- 
tunied the study oflaw. and was ad- 
milled to the bar in 1816. He re- 
moved to tbifl S'Bte, and settled in 
Newport, in 1849, where lie had mar- 
'ried the grand-daiigblcr of Ueneral 
James Taj'lor, and on tbe mother's 
side of the distinguished nralor Riid 
statesman, Willium T. Rurxy. He 
wns a memlier of (he Keniucky Leg- 
islature iu 1853 and 1»54, aud a dele- 
gate to several Statu and national 
conveniioDs. He was aleeled to 
Congrees in 1819, bnt, nn account of 
bis strong ijouthern priociplea aud 
rceord^'tbe ^radioal m<jority refused 
bim bis seat. Hit district relurnni 
him by im looreaied vote in 1867, 
and be MB B(]mitled in Ducemlierof 
that year; was ra-«leotedin 18(19 and 
187*, and declined to allow bis name 
to be. again presented in 1876. 

In every position to which he has 
been called by the partiality oi hit 
people, he baa shown himself pre- 
emioeutlv worthy of their confldentM 
and admiraliou. His whole career in 
Cungresg during the etormieat period 
of American pulltical history, has 
been marked by statesmanlike breadth 
of views and uufaitering devxition to 
liberty and right, combined with rare 
sagacity, firmoess, oourege, and un- 
blemislied integrity. In all his armor 
there ii no daw in which envy or 
malice may lodgea shafl.of eritloism. 
He oomesoutofalong l«na of Na- 
tional service, iu an an ot venality 
and corruption unparaUaljlad ; tiuce 
the days oi^Baraoalla, witqiiHii » shad- 
ow of auspicion upon the atainleis 
eerutcbeon of bit honor. Durbig all 
tbe years of turbulence, rowdyism 
aud sbBiiie, while never wavering s 
iiair's breadth from the line bf bis 
convictious and his duty, and ever 
fearless in the assertion of the one and 
the discbarge of tbe other, lie uttered 
no word, was guilty of no act, uube-

Hii tribute, llirce daya later, to tbe 
memory of bis lamented youiig ool- 
leagne, Edward Y. Parsoua, of the 
Louisville district, was a grand pruSe 
poem set to tlie niiiHic of llie upper 
idieruB. At its close, Jobu R ludulph 
1 unker, of Virginia, walked up to 
Colonel Junes, and grasping bis liaod, 
said, "Wbcii I die I Want' no other 
chroulcUr hot you."

Ibes b^tto abrink they moat go al 
mm to !» lUaeknulth roop and haTe 
the liwt aet Inatead of doing that, 
)fddcU ts often a daniiga to the 
flftoels — canelug theiji to "dleh" — il 
-ithey nill get «orae linseed oil and 
Jjcat it boiling iket, and give the fel- 
loes all the eif they will Ukr, it will 
fill them lip te thnr nsual size and 
tighten the tires. After the oil a 
coat of paint is a good thing to help 
koi-p tliem from eliriuk'ng aud also 
keep out tho water. If you do no; 
wish to go to the trouble of mixing 
paint, you can beat the oil and tic a 
rag to a stick and swab them over as 
long aa they will take oil. A brnsb 
ia mon eonrenleot to oae, but a awab 
will uawer if yon' do not want to 
buyabnuhi It k qnlta a aaring of 
time and money to loolc'to the wood- 
work of farm machinery. Alternate 
wetting and drying iojares ancloaas 
es the b^tof wood won to decay and 
lose its strength nnleas kept well 
painted.
